The bread now sup­ 
plied Is of such an Inferior quality that 
It cannot be eaten even by starving 
people.

rible co n seq u en ces w ill inevitably fo l­ 
low In Dalmatia." 
Deputy Renner denounced the hope­ 
less economic conditions in Austria.

made several very valuable Invention*; 
but, not h a tin g th e capital to put them 
on the m arket, he w as obliged to con­ 
fide his secret to capitalisth.

as the capitalists got the secret they 
found a pretext to use the invention 
w ithout paying a royalty to the in­ 
ventor. ‘ Finally llaw k iu s determ ined 
that lf he m ade another invention he 
would keep his secret until he had s e 
cured a legal contract for the m anu­ 
facture of the article in question. 
T he next thing he invented was a 
powerful explosive. 
H e offered it to 
the Tutted States governm ent and was 
referred to several ordnance officers 
who would w itness u dem onstration 
H aw kins m ade som e of the explosive, 
fired it from a cannon aud sent a hun 
dred pound shot farth er than one had 
ever been sent befire.

provide for the sufferers.

er. he w as not expected to hurt any 
one; his duty w as only to succor. The 
consequence w as that Abel H aw kins 
invention w as pigeonholed in the war 
deistrtuient, there being no use for if. 
H aw kins diet! suddenly on July HO. 
11)14. the day the European w ar broke 
out. 
Had he Iteeu alive to intrust his 
secret to any one It would have sud­ 
denly become very valuable. 
He had 
w ritten his se. ret In cipher, but had 
left no key to the cipher. 
Ile left a widow aud a daughter, 
Ethel, seventeen years old. 
Ethel ex­ 
plored u tin I six iu w hbh lier father 
had kept w hat few valuable papers he 
possessed and there found the cipher 
it w as a string of words w ithout atty 
meaning. 
Ethel saw at a glance that 
she would not be able to truuslute it. 
There was a chance that a chem ist 
might do so, for there were in it a 
large num ber of cheipicai term s. 
But 
Ethel did not d are show it to a chem ­ 
ist for fear lie would stonl tile secret. 
Hhe had her la th e r’s w ant of conf! 
deuce in his fellow beluga.
